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Beattie to quit; supports Lilley 


Kissinger 
plans trip 
to Moscow 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger today warned the 
Soviet Union against continued interven­ 
tion in Angola, but announced he will go 
to Moscow Jan. 20-23 to seek a 
breakthrough in deadlocked strategic 
arms talks. 
Opening a news conference. Kissinger 
read a prepared statement denouncing 
Soviet and Cuban intervention in Angola 
as "totally unwarranted." 
"General relations will deteriorate 
and the SALT (Strategic Arms Limita­ 
tion Talks) will be affected” if the com­ 
munist intervention continues, he said. 
Kissinger read the hard-line statement 
only an hour after the State Department 
announced he will travel to Moscow, ap- 
p a re n tly to seek a h o p e d -fo r 
breakthrough in the SALT talks. He is 
expected to meet with Soviet Leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
Kissinger said President Ford had 
decided he should go to Moscow despite 
the failure of U.S. diplomatic efforts to 
halt Russian aid to leftist factions 
fighting for control of Angola in the 
African country’s bloody civil war. 
He charged Russian maneuvering for 
advantage in Angola, where it has no 
historical or traditional interest, is 
reminiscent of previous historical 
periods where great powers sought ad­ 
vantages — only to be blocked by the 
counteractions of other powers. 
"It is precisely this pattern which 
must be broken if the easing of tensions 
is going to be continued." Kissinger said. 
"Soviet intervention (in Angola)," he 
said, "runs cotmter to the principle of 
the avoidance of unilateral advantage. 
The United States considers such action 
incompatible with a genuine relaxation 
of tensions." 
In response to questions, Kissinger 
said the United States has not yet 
forwarded to Moscow a proposed new 
U.S. position on the deadlocked strategic 
arms talks. 
Kissinger said failure to reach such an 
agreement would spur both sides to build 
more strategic rockets and submarines 
and make large expenditures in un­ 
productive areas. 
The Soviet visit was announced earlier 
by Department spokesman Robert 
Funseth. 


Unruh arrested 
for drunken driving 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - State 
Treasurer Jesse Unruh early today was 
arrested and jailed for drunken driving 
on Interstate 80, the California Highway 
Patrol said. 
The CHP said Unruh, 53, was booked 
into the Yolo County Jail for three hours 
and declined to take a blood alcohol test. 
An officer described Unruh as "very 
cooperative." 
Unruh, a Democrat, is former speaker 
of the Assembly and ran unsuccessfully 
for governor and mayor of Los Angeles. 
He was elected treasurer in 1974. 
The officer said Unruh was stopped in 
West Sacramento after the 1975 Cadillac 
he was driving was observed weaving 
from the slow to middle lane of the 
highway. He pulled off on an exit and 
was stopped by a CHP officer. 
Unruh failed a field sobriety test and 
was taken to the county jail in Woodland 
at about 3 a.m., the officer said. He was 
released three hours later and given 
notice to appear at Washington Justice 
Court on Jan. 28.

School board hears plea 
on use of windfall money

R epresentatives of a burgeoning 
property owners’ group, a retired per­ 
sons’ association and a private citizen 
asked the school board Tuesday to use 
one-time only money of about $1.6 
million to reduce next year’s school 
taxes. 
In separate presentations, John 
Sherman of the St. Andrews Way As­ 
so ciatio n ; F red B rem erm an of 
Am erican A ssociation of R etired 
Persons and Alberta Morgan, said the 
board should use the so-called windfall 
monies to reduce the tax, and not for 
vocational education or other capital out­ 
lay. 
Sherman and Bremerman said the 
money would reduce the tax about $1.95 


per >100 of assessed valuation, or an 
amount equivalent to last year's tax in­ 
crease. 
Sherman said his group, which in­ 
cluded mainly residents of St. Andrews 
Way in Vandenberg Village, or of nearby 
areas, collected about 550 signatures of 
persons favoring the tax reduction. He 
told the board the members worked for 
only a few hours and could probably 
collect several thousand signatures over 
a span of a few days. Later he said his 
group would evolve into an association 
covering the entire Village. 
Morgan cited her long opposition to the 
use of the windfall monies for the pur­ 
poses previously specified by the board, 
and said there should be a tax cut. 
In response to the presentations, Gail 
Steiger, board president, handed (Hit 
copies of district financial data which 
Physicians' anger grows 
over Brown's proposal 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The fury of 
physicians at Gov. Edmund G. Brown’s 
proposals to end a 14-day-old doctors’ 
strike today threatened to aggravate the 
walkout, perhaps spreading it to other 
areas of the state. 
Strike organizers said the governor’s 
stand was driving some on the fence” 
physicians into the ranks of the strikers, 
who are protesting a 327 per cent in­ 
crease in m alpractice insurance 
premiums. 
In return for a state-mandated ceiling 
on premiums, Brown has demanded that 
doctors donate 20 days a year free to 
treating the poor or work in doctor-short 
"underserved” areas, and renounce the 
right to refuse patients on Medi-Cal, the 
state medical program doctors say pays 
too little. 
"If he thinks he can force physicians 


into the underserved areas by mandating 
it, I think he’s going to be badly mis­ 
taken," said Dr. Gerald Glantz, of 
United Physicians of California, one of 
the strike groups. 
"That’s slavery and that went out a 
long time ago.” 
He said that doctors will not accept the 
Brown plan and if the crisis continues, 
the strike — now limited to the Los 
Angeles area — could be worsened there 
and spread to other areas of the state. 
Brown huddled with legislative leaders 
in Sacramento Tuesday but lawmakers 
who attended the meeting predicted ac­ 
tion was still weeks away. TTie Brown ad­ 
ministration reportedly is commited to 
forging ahead with the governor’s 
proposal, despite the physicians’ opposi­ 
tion. 
Labor Secretary Dunlop resigns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - John T. 
Dunlop said today he was resigning as 
secretary of Labor because President 
Ford’s veto of a controversial construc­ 
tion industry bill destroyed the prospects 
for labor-management cooperation this 
year. 
Dunlop, 61, who will return to a 
teaching post at Harvard University, 
said his resignation will be effective 
Feb. 1. 
However, Dunlop said he had agreed to 
the President’s request to return to 
Washington at any time to help in special 
assignments. 
No immediate successor was an­ 
nounced, but there has been speculation 
Ford might select chief federal mediator 
W.J. Usery to fill the slot. 
Dunlop emphasized his resignation 
was not a "protest” to Ford’s veto or 
"any reflection over my inner feelings.” 
Instead, he said, it resulted from a con­ 
clusion the veto had destroyed "com­ 
munications. confidence and trust” 


between labor and management. 
Ford first agreed to the “common 
situs” bill allowing union pickets to shut 
down a construction site even in a dis­ 
pute involving only one subcontractor. 
But then he vetoed the measure which 
had been opposed by many conser­ 
vatives. 
Ford said in a letter to Dunlop he was 
accepting the resignation "with very 
great reluctance." 
"You have demonstrated your strong 
devotion to public service and your deep 
understanding of labor issues in this 
country,” Ford wrote. "Your contribu­ 
tions to the development of a sound set of 
policies and organization for the De­ 
partment of Labor have been both exten­ 
sive and effective.” 
Dunlop made only one reference to the 
political pressure that prompted Ford to 
veto the bill against Dunlop’s advice. 
"My deep concern is that the internal 
processes of both political parties not 
impair the country’s capacity for effec­ 


tive self-government for yet another 
critical year," he said. 
Robert Georgine. head of the AFL-CIO 
building trades, issued a statement 
blaming Ford for an "irreparable loss to 
the ordinary citizens of the United 
States." 
Dunlop said his decision grew out of 
several weeks of meetings with top 
leaders of labor and management, none 
of whom suggested directly that he 
resign. He said the meetings proved that 
the post-veto climate had destroyed any 
chance of his accomplishing his goals as 
labor secretary. 
"My decision reflects a professional 
judgment as to what practically can and 
cannot be achieved this year,” he said 
Dunlop, who submitted his resignation 
personally to Ford at the White House 
Tuesday night, said they did not discuss a 
successor. "Maybe there is somebody 
else — not me — who can heal the 
breaches in a short period of time,” he 
said.

At the lower grades, students 
performed above expectations in spell­ 
ing at the sixth grade level, but below ex­ 
pectations in written expression and 
mathematics; within expectations in 
heading at the third grade level; and sl­ 
ightly above expectations in reading at 
the second grade level. 
The tests were administered in the spr­ 
ing of 1975. 
In the questioning that followed, 
Wapner conceded that he could not tell 
from the test results whether the stu­ 
dents who were tested, were performing 
better now than they did a year ago. 
More tests will be given this year, 
Wapner said. 
— Approved revised policy on com­ 
munity relations covering procedures for 
filing citizen complaints against the 
schools; and policy on corporal punish­ 
ment. New language in the latter policy 
requires prior written permission from 
the parent before his child can be pad- 
died. Assistant Supt. Mel Wilde said the 
administration may have to ask the 
board for further revision of the policy if 
current trends continue. He said critics 
have noted that more boys are being pad- 
died for transgressions than girls. These 
comments led to the tongue in cheek 
suggestion that the solution would be to 
paddle more girls to bring about parity. 
— Approved a request by Lompoc Lit­ 
tle League and a semi-pro team for use 
of Lompoc High School barbecue area 
and baseball diamond for a fund-raising 
event on Jan. 25. 


Commissioner Lilley set 
to tell plans tomorrow

Fourth District Supervisor Francis H. Beattie announced at a press conference in 
the Lompoc County Building today that he will not be a candidate for re-election in 
June. 


He said he would offer his assistance and services to his successor, "whomever it 
might be,” but said he feels that Bob Ulley of Lompoc is the best qualified persons 
for the job and that he would offer Lilley his full support should he choose to run. 


Lilley, a member of the County Plann­ 
ing Commission said he would have a 
statement tomorrow. 
Asked whether he expects Lilley to be 
a candidate, Beattie said, "Bob and I are 
very close and I don’t wish to betray any 
confidences, but I expect that he will an­ 
nounce his intention to run in a day or 
two." 
Beattie, facing a battery of Santa Bar­ 
bara and San Luis Obispo County news 
media representatives, read a prepared 
statement before opening the conference 
to questions. 
"After many sessions with my ad­ 
visory committees and my family, I 
have decided not to be a candidate for re- 
election...! plan to retire at the end of my 
present term and offer my services and 
assistance to my successor, in any way I 
can be of help, to whomever it might 
be." 
He continued, "I have enjoyed the 
work of being your supervisor for three 
terms. I do not believe in dual standards. 
If government can force retirement on 
people in business and industry at age 65, 
the same principle should apply to people 
in government." 
Beattie will be 64 in May of this year, 
and would be 68 at the end of another 
term on the Board of Supervisors. 
Beattie said that if Lilley should resign 
from the planning commission to 
become a candidate for the board, he 
would appoint Boyd Bettencourt of Santa 
Ynez to the commission. 
Bettencourt, a former member of the 
commission, is a rancher and serves as 
secretary of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District. 
"I think it is only fair to appoint 
someone from the Santa Ynez Valley to 
the commission if Lilley becomes a can­ 
didate for supervisor,” Beattie said, 
citing the redistricting of the Santa Ynez 
Valley into the fourth district by board 
action late in December. 
Questioned on some others who have 
been mentioned as possible candidates, 
Beattie called Lompoc Mayor Art Scott a 
"very capable individual ... who would 
make a good supervisor." He questioned, 
however, whether Scott would *>av. the 
time, from a business standpv;.n, to 
devote to the job. 
Beattie said he frequently puts in 70 to 
80 hours as supervisor. 
"It could be less time consuming if we 
hired more staff, but that is not the way 
to do county business," he said. 
Scott could not be reached for com­ 
ment. 
Regarding Lompoc City Councilman 
E.C. Stevens, Beattie said, "I am not 
sure he is a serious contender, but finan­ 
cial considerations certainly would have 
to be taken into account. I don’t think he 
could afford to resign his position with 
Allan Hancock College for the salary of a 
member of the Board of Supervisors.” 
He indicated that other persons "are 
making noises" about the race and that 
the voters might have "some very good 
choices." 
Beattie said he feels his most signifi­ 
cant contribution to his district in the 12 
years he has been a supervisor is the 
bringing of county services to the people 
rather than having them have to go to 
"Taj Mahal II" in Santa Barbara. 
Asked whether he feels he will be leav­ 
ing office with any business unfinished, 
he said he is disappointed that he hadn’t

been able to get more roads in the area, 
"But we will get there. We have to con­ 
tinue to improve transportation and the 
general quality of life.” 
Turning to critical issues facing the 
county government in the near future, 
Beattie had these comments; 


- Water; Quality is deteriorating and 
the only assured source is the State 
Water Project. The county must not 
abandon any potential source, he said, 
although he feels the Salsipuedes project 
is not at this time worth the cost. 
- Energy: The shortage of fuel and oil 
and natural gas is extreme and the 
government should develop what sources 
it can wherever they can be found. The 
county should do all it can to develop 
resources in the Santa Barbara Channel 
because these will be depleted within 25 
to 30 years, removing the seepage 
problem forever and providing a com­ 
pletely clean channel for a relatively 
minor inconvenience. 
He supports a liquefied natural gas 
storage facility at Point Conception and 
favors development of atomic energy 
plants as the safest and most economical 
way to produce electricity. 
— Transportation: There needs to be a 
balanced transportation program in the 
county, but costs will be the deciding fac­ 
tor on when and how it is achieved. 
— Taxation: Congress and the State 
Legislature are now giving consideration 
to the county’s position that there needs 
to be a complete restructuring of the tax­ 
ing system, shifting the major burden 
from property taxation to increased 
taxes on sales and income. 
— Environmental protection: TTie en­ 
vironment is not as bad as some people 
think. Life expectancy has been in­ 
creased significantly during the period 
when we supposedly have been "poison­ 
ing ourselves." He referred to the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency as 
a 
"ripoff.” It is necessary to have such an 
agency to a degree, but he feels it has 
"gone too far.” 
— Planning and changes: Need for 
planning changes with the whims of the 
people, and government should be flexi­ 
ble. 
— Bringing government to the people 
at the least possible cost: Instead of clos­ 
ing complete school plants because of an 
excess of classroom space, he favors 
renting the extra rooms as office space 
and keeping all the schools open. He 
feels the county would be interested in 
such space leasing, which would delay 
the need for expanding the present 
county building in Lompoc. He feels the 
county will have to go ahead with a new 
courtroom project in Lompoc. 
— Cutting the fat in government costs: 
There’s not so much fat in the county 
budget as there is in state and federal 
programs. Congress is taking a new look 
at grants in aid programs. 
On another county matter, Beattie said 
he is neutral at this time on the county 
split, but he doesn’t feel it will ever hap­ 
pen. "If a county split will give the peo­ 
ple the most for the least cost, I am in 
favor of it. A feasibility study will show 
where any expenses can be cut and if 
there is any fat in the county budget, it 
will be brought out in the study." 
He said he knows Lilley shares the 
same attitude on the county split issue.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - A Chris­ 
tian militia spokesman said Christian 
forces stormed and seized a Palestinian 
refugee camp north of Beirut today in 
what he called a "major victory” in the 
civil war with Moslem and Palestinian 
forces. 
Fierce fighting raged across the 
country and through the capital over­ 
night, claiming at least 61 dead and 100 
wounded during the past 48 hours and 
raising the estim ated toll since 
April to about 8,500 dead and 18,000 
wounded. 
A spokesm an for the C hristian 
Phalangist party said the refugee camp 
of Dbayeh, 10 miles north of Beirut on 
the coast, had been seized by Phalangist 
and National Liberal party forces besieg­ 
ing it for the past several days. 
A Palestinian guerrilla spokesman 
said he could not confirm the report but 


added that it could be true. 
"We lost all contact with the camp late 
last night and the (military) situation at 
the time was not good," he said. 
The camp was one of three being 
besieged by Christian forces but the 
other two - Tal Zaatar and Jisr A1 
Pasha in eastern Beirut — are much 
larger and so well-fortified that the 
Christians have not been able to advance 
beyond their perimeters in 12 days of 
fierce fighting. 
In the capital, fighting raged into its 
second week as Christian, Moslem and 
Palestinian gunmen battled for key 
roads, traffic intersections and bridges 
linking Beirut with its suburbs. 
A fire raged out of control through 
warehouses at the Beirut port which was 
under rocket fire during the night. The 
state radio again warned citizens not to 
venture out of their homes.

District policy and the educa­ 
tion demands of fundamental 
school proponents were com­ 
pared Tuesday in a progress 
report by the head of a special 
committee. 
Robert Mott, who serves the 
district as principal of Lompoc 
Junior High School, told the 
school board his broadly based 
com m ittee had held eight 
meetings, on the fundamental 
school proposals, and planned 
another six before the March 1 
target for completion of the 
task 
M ott c ited th e se com ­ 
parisons. 
— “There was a consensus on 
the committee that the district 
should consider a broader base 
for assignment of students than 
is currently being done. Assign­ 
ment of students in accordance 
w ith s tu d e n t-p a re n t-sta ff 
e d u c a tio n a l b e lie fs is a 
desirable objective to supple­ 
ment the present assignment of 
students.” 
— There was agreement that 
district policy and fundamental 
school proponents’ view on dis­ 
cipline “are the same.” TTie dif­ 
ferences, Mott said, would be in 
the fundamental proponents’ 
adherence to three stipulations: 
“Statement of intent by the stu­ 
dent to abide by the rules. 
Voluntary enrollment. Volun­ 
tary transfer out if the student 
does not behave and the parent 
cannot effect a change in his at­ 
titude. Involuntary transfer out 
if the first two stipulations do 
not wort;.” 
— There was a consensus that 
district policy and fundamental 
proponents’ view on the moral 
standards for student behavior 
were the same. Mott read into 
the record this district’s state­ 
ment of moral principles and 
guides: Teachers strive to im­ 
press upon the minds of pupils 
the principles 
of morality, 
truth, justice, patriotism and a 
true com prehension of the 
rights, duties and dignity of 
American citizenship, including 
kindness toward domestic pets 
and the humane treatment of 
living creatures, to teach them 
to avoid idleness, profanity, and 
falsehood and to instruct them 
in manners and morals and 
p riw c ip l« s 
o f 
f r e e 
government.” 
Mott said there may be some 
real d ifferen ces betw een 
current district policy and the 
standards the fundam ental 
proponents set for academic af­ 


fairs For exaple, under the fun­ 
damental program, a parent 
would be required to monitor 
student effort, promptness, 
neatness and completeness on 
homework assignments. 
Fundamental proponents also 
want all grades “lettered,” as 
one, two, three through grade 
12 and a student would be com­ 
pared to all the students in a 
particular grade level, instead 
of the current district policy of 
comparing a student with his or 
her own potential. Under the 
fundamental standard, there 
would be a clear indication in 
the grade as to whether or not 
the student was functioning at 
grade level. 
On the question of reading, 
the fundamental proponents 
want “ a rigorous phonics 
program,” Mott said and ad­ 
ded: “ This district has a 
rigorous phonics program The 
difference is the standard 
alphabet versus the district’s 
ITA alphabet.” 
There are some uncertainties 
still to be explored, Mott said, 
in the area of language arts of 
reading, com position, pen­ 
manship and grammar, but it 
appeared that fundam ental 
proponents asked for more 
emphasis on penmanship, spell­ 
ing and the mechanics of writ­ 
ten communication, and also 
request more emphasis on the 
learning of facts through drill 
and memorization. 
There are also other ques­ 
tions that the school board must 
decide, Mott said. They include 
the question of whether a fun­ 
damental school would be an 
entire school by itself or a 
school within a school; whether 
the district would bus non­ 
interested students from a fun­ 
damental school to a conven­ 
tional school and fundamental 
s t u d e n t s 
f r o m 
t h e i r 
neighborhood to the fundamen­ 


tal school which might be some 
distance away. 
Mott said there was general 
agreement on his committee 
that the establishment of a fun- 
d a m e n t a l s c h o o l would 
probably encourage proposals 
for other alternative schools 
such as year around, “open,” .

JOHANNESBURG. 
South 
Africa (UPI) - Soviet-hacked 
force* have widened their grip 
on northern Angola, driving 
pro-Western rival* from two 
key bases. Marxist-controlled 
radio reported, in the first 
major offensive since African 
leaders failed to work out a 
solution to the war. 
Radio Luanda Mid Tuesday 
Cuban troops led the army of 
the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola in the 
northern offensive, which was 
spearheaded by heavy Soviet- 
supplied artillery. 
It Mid the Popular Movement 
captured Toto air base. 93 miles 
south of the Zaire border, from 
the pro-Western National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola. 
Radio Luanda, monitored in 
Johannesburg. Mid the Popular 
Movement had also taken 
Ambrix. a National Front ar­ 
mory and operational head­ 
quarters on the Atlantic coast 
80 miles north of Luanda, the 
Marxist capital. 
According to the Russian 
news agency Tass. the captured 
town was Ambrisete, a less im­ 
portant National Front arms 
base 120 miles north of Luanda. 
Radio Luanda said the 


Popular Front now controlled 
large parts of northern Angola 
and had captured weapons 
stores and several aircraft at 
Toto. 
The Popular Movement as­ 
sault was the first major offen­ 
sive rep o rted since the 
Organization of African Unity 
summit in Addis Ababa. Ethi­ 
opia broke up Tuesday after 
failing to work out a peace set­ 
tlement for the former Por­ 
tuguese colony. 
Four African presidents gath­ 
ered in Dar Es Salaam. Tan­ 
zania to discuss the Angolan is­ 
sue and the OAU’s future after 
the abortive summit. 
They were Julius Nyerere of 
Tanzania, Samora Michel of 
Mozambique — both supporting 
recognition of the Popular 
Movement — and Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia and Sir 
Seretse Khama of Botswana, 
who favor a national unity 
government including the three 
warring factions. 
Military strategists Mid the 
Popular M ovement’s suc­ 
cesses have dangerously weak­ 
ened their rivals hold on the 
n o rth , tra d itio n a lly the 
National Front’s area of in­ 
fluence.

PARIS (UPI) - A left-wing 
newspaper today ripped the 
cloak off 12 more alleged CIA 
agents in France. Ttie newspa­ 
per said the so-called spy list 
was part of a “global effort to 
uncover the CIA.” 
Liberation, which Tuesday 
printed the names of 32 alleged 
spies working out of the U.S. 
Embassy, Mid Italian newspa­ 
pers soon will publish the 
names of 45 CIA operatives in 
Italy. 
It said similar lists also 
would be made public in Mex­ 
ico. Great Britain, Portugal 
and Sweden in a drive by left- 
wing groups to unmask the CIA. 
“This is part of our demo­ 
cratic role,” the editors of 
Liberation said. "In a society 
like ours, the free press must 
make public what is hidden so 
that each person can see what 
is plotting against him.” 
U.S. authorities and those on 
the list who were reachable 
would My only “no comment” 
or “we’re not at all pleased.” 
In W ashington, a State 
Department spokesman called 
publication of nidi lists “ex­ 
tremely irresponsible” and a 
CIA spokesman said the agency 
is “naturally concerned.” 
Diplomatic sources said 
some of the names listed were 


genuine names of U.S. Embas­ 
sy employes, others were un­ 
known or had left the embassy. 
The embassy employs 450 
Americans and 700 French 
citizens. 
“Contrary to popular belief, 
most CIA members are not 
covert," the article said. “They 
gather information which is 
above board. We simply feel 
that people have a right to know 
with whom they’re speaking.” 
The newspaper Mid its inten­ 
tions in publishing the names 
and some addresses was not to 
get anyone killed. 
“We are not police informers 
and we don’t wish anyone to 
meet death,” Liberation M id, 
referring to Richard Welch, a 
CIA station chief in Greece who 
was slain after being identified 
by the Athens News, an English 
newspaper. 
Liberation Mid a team of its 
reporters worked for three 
months using techniques put 
together by former CIA opera­ 
tives who defected from the 
agency. 
The newspaper, which cam­ 
paigns as ceaselessly against 
the Soviet Union and the French 
Communist Party as it does the 
United States, promised to 
publish a list of Soviet agents if 
the CIA provides it. 


U.S. plans 
to continue 
Angola aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States will continue 
sending a limited amount of aid 
to Angola while President Ford 
presses diplomatic efforts for a 
cease-fire and an end to all 
foreign intervention there, a 
White House spokesman Mid 
today. 
While Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen and a State Department 
spokesman expressed regret 
that a meeting of African na­ 
tions failed to halt Angola's 
bloody civil war, the Pentagon 
Mid two Soviet warships are 
“well off the coast - at this 
time.” 
Military analysts believe, 
however, that the guided mis­ 
sile destroyer and tank landing 
ship standing 300 miles off 
Angola simply represent a 
demonstration of Soviet in­ 
terest in the area rather than a 
direct military threat. 
Nessen M id the United States 
will continue sending “a limited 
amount of aid” but that Ford 
believes “the best solution” is 
to press diplomatically for a 
cease-fire and withdrawal of all 
foreign elements. 
Nessen did not specify, but 
the aid would apparently go to 
factions fighting Cuban soldiers 
and Soviet-supported leftist 
troops in Angola. 
The Senate voted last month 
to cut off all covert CIA aid to 
Angola and one of the the 
move’s prime supporters was 
Sen. John V. Tunney, D-Calif. 
He Mid that if any aid was 
given to Angola at all, it should 
be given openly. 


Nessen and State Department 
spokesman Robert Funseth 
Mid at separate briefings they 
regretted failure of the Organi­ 
zation of African Unity to 
prompt a negotiated settlement 
by three factions fighting over 
control of Angola, newly 
liberated by Portugal.

“But for women it 
requires a whole reorientation 
of their career goals.”

Houfer said, adding 
that the Geological Survey 
avoids "speculating" on the 
local effects of a fault system 
and instead concentrated on 
geological evidence. 
Asked by the Telegram- 
Tribune if he shared Hall's con­ 
cern over the fault, he said, "Of 
course I do. The fault is being 
considered in the current 
review ’’ (by the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission). 
The study promises to stir 
new controversy over whether 
the San Simeon-Hosgri fault 
system poses a serious threat in 
case of an earthquake, the new­ 
spaper said. 
The Telegram-Tribune said 
Hall found evidence more than 
two years ago that linked the 
Edna fault, which is found on 
recent geological maps to stop 
about five miles east of Diablo 
Canyon, with the San Simeon- 
Hosgri fault. 
"The Hosgri could be consid­ 
ered to be seismically active," 
Hall said. "There is a potential 
hazard because of the fault," 
which he estimated from two to 
three miles offshore from the 
nuclear power plant. 
Hall said the fault was a 
"matter of concern" to him in 
relation to the nuclear plant, 
which is being built by Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. 
PG&E officials have said 
they did not know about the 
fault until the power plant had 
been designed and construction 
had begun on the first nuclear 
reactor. 
But, he said, it is the utilities 
contention that Diablo can 
withstand what the company 
thought would be the largest 
possible shock to the Diablo Ca­ 
nyon site.

Police contracts studied 


The Board of Supervisors 
agreed this week to set up talks 
which conceivably could lead to 
the county contracting with the 
cities of Santa Barbara and 
Carpinteria to extend police 
services into county territories 
between the two South Coast 
cities. 
Speculation was also aroused 
over conjecture that Santa Bar­ 
bara police services could be 
extended by the county into ur­ 
banized Goleta Valley under 


some sort of contract. 
The supervisors — at the 
suggestion of Board Chairman 
Frank J. Frost - voted to 
launch an in-depth cost-benefit 
study involving county officials, 
the Sheriff’s Department and 
police authorities in Santa Bar­ 
bara and Carpinteria. 
Action by the board followed 
receipt of a Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment report from which super­ 
visors gleaned the information 
that the highest crime rates 
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seemed to be centered in the 
Isla Vista and Summerland 
areas where population density 
per square mile is the highest in 
the South County. Both areas 
are now covered by Sheriff’s 
Department patrols, which are 
geared to provide more of a 
rural type protection than 
urban protection, it was felt. 
Santa Barb ara’s police 
coverage could be extended 
eastward to Summerland and 
probably beyond to Toro Ca­ 
nyon Rd., which is the eastern 
end of the city’s sphere of in­ 
fluence. Carpinteria’s tentative 
sphere of influence goes 
westward to Toro Canyon Rd. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter for 
several years now has com­ 
plained his department has 
been stretched too thin over a 
growing county presenting 
more and more law enforce­ 
ment problems. 
The study by the county-city 
police “ task force” is expected 
to produce figures showing 
whether such an approach 
would save money and still 
provide good service. 


Supervisor Frost’s district in­ 
cludes Carpinteria Valley, 
Montecito and a large portion of 
the city of Santa Barbara. 


Also involved is Supervisor 
James M. Slater’s Third 
District including Isla Vista and 
other Goleta Valley areas now 
highly urban and requiring 
more attention from the 
sheriff. 


Slater said he “ wasn’t favor­ 
ing it,” but felt 
the study 
should include consideration of 
a county contract for Santa 
Barbara police services in his 
district.

Since then 
the PUC has authorised a, $7.7 
million annual increase on 
June. 2. 1974. and a second in­ 
terim increase of $2.4 million 
annually on Aug. 5. 


The increase amounted to 
$10 1 million a year, giving the 
company approximately what it 
had asked in its original ap­ 
plication.

JFK mystery woman offers her memoirs 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Judith Campbtll Exner, who 
says she had a "close, per­ 
sonal" relationship with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy when she was in­ 
volved with two reputed Mafia 
kingpins, is offering publishers 
her memoirs, the Los Angeles 
Times reported today. 
The asking price js $2 million, 
the newspaper said. 
Mrs. Exner has hired New 
York literary agent Scott 
Meredith, the Times said. It 
quoted Meredith as saying he 
already has offers of $250,000 
for magazine rights and "a 
hundred requests from book 


publishers to get in on the bid­ 
ding. 
• 
Mrs. Exner, then a sultry 25- 
year-old brunette divorcee with 
friends in the show business and 
gambling worlds, met Kennedy 
in a Las Vegas casino on Feb 7, 
1960 They were reportedly In­ 
troduced by singer Frank 
Sinatra, who was working with 
his friend Peter Lawford, then 
Kennedy’s brother-in-law. 
At a news conference last 
month she dodged questions 
asking whether she had a sexual 
affair with Kennedy, but said 
that "My relationship with Jack 
Kennedy was of a close, per­ 


sonal nature," and she saw him 
often during the next 14 months, 
including 20 visits in the White 
House. 
She also conceded that at the 
same time she was involved in 
"relationships of a personal 
nature" with reputed Mafia 
chiefs Sam "Momo" Giancana 
and John Roselli. Giancana was 
shot to death in his Chicago 
Home 10 days before he was to 
testify before the Senate cofn- 
mittee investigating a CIA plan 
to use the Mafia to kill Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro. 
It was the Senate hearings 
that brought to light Mrs. Ex- 


ner’s relationship with Ken­ 
nedy, as a possible link between 
Kennedy and organized crime 
figures. She denied it, saying 
there were no "conspiratorial 
shenanigans of any kind ” Ken­ 
nedy did not know about her ties 
with the gangland figures until 
J. Edgar Hoover warned him, 
she said, which ended their 
relationship. 
' Now the 41-year-old wife of a 
professional golfer, Mrs. Exner 
told the news conference that 
she would not discuss details of 
her relationship with Kennedy, 
but an account had been writ­ 
ten, documented and stored.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Attor­ 
ney General Evelle Younger 
said Tuesday his 1970 goals in­ 
clude the elimination of in­ 
determinate sentencing, limit­ 
ed plea bargaining and manda­ 
tory prison terms for burglars 
who are repeat offenders. 
Younger told reporters he 
would sponsor legislation to 
repeal the indeterminate sen­ 
tencing law and replace it with 
one in which every crime is 
punished by a fixed prison 
sentence. 
"This will ensure that similar 
crimes are punished in a 
similar manner, and that the 
penalty for violating the law is 
known to anyone who considers 
criminal conduct," he said. 
Younger also wants plea 
bargaining limited to what the 
court feels "is appropriate un­ 


der the circumstances” and not 
in return for a guilty plea. He 
said plea bargaining "breeds 
contempt for our judicial 
system.” 
He endorsed legislation 
before state lawmakers man­ 
dating prison terms for persons 
convicted of burglary who have 
had two prior convictions. 
Younger also called for laws 
consolidating pretrial and trial 
motions into one hearing to cut 
"increased costs inherent in an 
inefficient judicial system.” 
"One major cause of delay is 
the surrent practice of allowing 
pretrial and trial motions to be 
made in piecemeal fashion,” he 
said. "The time saved by this 
proposal will both increase the 
fairness of our system and save 
the taxpayers substantial sums 
of money.” 


Group seeks withdrawal of Ford 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Hie 
Young Americans for Freedom, 
a college conservative group, 
wants President Gerald Ford to 
withdraw from the presidential 
race and support Ronald 
Reagan. 
Jim Lacy, California chair­ 
man of the group and a member 
of the California Republican 
Central Committee, said he 
spoke for the 40,000-member 
nationwide organization 
headquartered in Sterling, Va. 
He said Reagan has the back­ 
ing of the "salt of the earth in 
the Republican Party” and that 
Ford's support stems from the 
old "political hacks.” 
"President Ford should make 
good his promise to the con­ 
gressional screening com­ 
mittee that he would not seek a 


four-year term in office if he 
became president,” Lacy said.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland

warning bomb blast in a down­ 
town hardware store that killed 
four and injured 21 in a deadly

The two men and two women

Judge threatens to close down 
prisons unless standards met 
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MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) 
— A federal judge has ruled 
that being in an Alabama prison 
is 
“ c r u e l 
a n d 
u n u s u a l 
punishment” and promised to 
close them unless the state br­ 
ings them up to the standards 
he outlined. 
U.S. District Judge Frank 
Johnson Jr. delivered the deci­ 
sion Tuesday and set down a 
long list of specific standards 
that must be met. 
The judge gave the state until 
Dec. 15 to bring two major 
prisons up to the standards and 
an additional year to bring two 
others into compliance. 
“ The living conditions in 
Alabama 
prisons 
constitute 
cruel and unusual punishment,” 
Johnson said in his ruling. 
Tlie director of the Alabama 
Civil Liberties Union, one of the 
groups that pressed the prison­ 
er suits that led to the ruling, 
estim ated it could take $100 
m illion to com ply with the 
order and said Gov. George 
W allace was to blam e for the 
prison conditions 
State house speaker Joe Mc- 
Corquodale said it was “highly 
possible” the state would be un­ 
able to comply with the order 
and would have to close the 


prisons and relea se the in­ 
m ates. 
Wallace declined immediate 
comment. The state's lawyer in 
the case said no decision had 
been made on whether to ap­ 
peal. 
Johnson said a lack of funds 
would not be an adequate ex­ 
cuse for failure to comply. 
“ A state is not at liberty to af­ 
ford its citizens only those con­ 
stitutional rights which fit com­ 
fortably within

Jefferson to be 


on new $2 bill 


DES MOINES. Iowa (UPI) - 
Whose picture is on a $2 bill? 
Thomas Jefferson, the na­ 
tion’s third president, will be on 
one side of $400 million worth of 
$2 bills issued by the U.S. 
Treasury on April 13, Jeffer­ 
son's birthday. A rendition of 
the famous Trumbull painting 
“The Signing of the Declaration 
of In d e p e n d e n ce ” will be 
printed on the backside. 
“T hey’re 
gorgeous,” 
said 
U S Treasurer Francine Irving 
Neff, whose signature will ap­ 
pear on the bills. 
“ It will be a sort of bicenten­ 
nial bill but I hope w e’ll use it 
forever,” she said at a news 
conference Tuesday. 
About $400 million worth of 
the bills wil be printed annually 
for eight years to assure they 
won’t be hoarded as collector’s 
items, Mrs. Neff said, adding 
the new addition will save the 
treasury between $4 million and 
$7 million a year, depending on 
how many notes are in circula­ 
tion. 
“The more you spend, the 
more w e’ll save,” she said.

SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Proposals made by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G Brown Jr. to solve the 
state’s medical malpractice in­ 
surance problems have been 
criticized as unrealistic by 
angry doctors participating in a

Dr Gerald Glantz. a doctor 
spokesman. Tuesday warned 
the work slowdowns will spread 
throughout California if the 
legislature takes too long to 
solve the problem of soaring 
medical malpractice insurance 
premiums 
Glantz. speaking for the 
United Phvsicians of Califor­ 
nia. told a news conference that 


one “unrealistic'' proposal by 
the Brown administration was 
to require some doctors to work 
in a medical peace corps. 
“That's slavery and that went 
out a long time ago." he said. 
Glantz also charged the 
governor's staff "has clouded 
the issues by bringing in totally 
unrelated problems." He re­ 
ferred to the administration's 
proposal which would require 
doctors to treat Medi-Cal 
patients at reduced fees or no 
cost 
He said private physicians 
currently treat 85 per cent of 
the Medi-Cal patients at half 
price. 
Under a Brown administra- 
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tion plan, a state-operated 
medical malpractice insurance 
fund would be set up guarantee­ 
ing doctors an average $4,000 
insurance premium each year 
for a decade. Administration of­ 
ficials said the fund would be 
operated solely with doctors 
premiums and would not in­ 
volve tax money. 
In return, doctors would 
agree to treat patients in 
“ underserved areas" and care 
for Medi-Cal patients at re­ 
duced fees or free. 
Meantime, the governor 
Tuesday met separately with 
groups of assemblymen and 
senators to discuss the 
malpractice problem. 
Afterward, he issued a state­ 
ment saying: “There is a wide 
divergence on thinking with 
respect to what government ac­ 
tion is appropriate." 


Whales may 
have taken 
wrong turn 


SEATTLE (U P I) - The 
Audubon Society says gray 
whales, which should be mating 
off the coast of Baja California, 
are frolicking in Puget Sound 
because they apparently took 
the wrong off-ramp while 
southbound in the Pacific 
Ocean. 
“ We’ve got a whole stack of 
phoned-in reports here," said 
Dudley Doe, a volunteer worker 
for the society. “There are 
some gray whales out there, 
that’s for sure." 
Doe said the latest sighting 
was at Shelton last Thursday by 
a California woman “ who said 
she knows a gray whale when 
she sees one." 
He said she reported the 
whale was “an old one about 30 
feet long with barnacles on it." 
Other recent sightings of 
whales of varying sizes and 
ages were reported near 
Manchester on the Kitsap 
Peninsula, near Point Evans at 
the Tacoma Narrows, at the 
Nisqually Delta and near 
Anderson Island in South Puget 
Sound and at Dungeness Spit on 
the Olympic Peninsula.

In a statement issued later by 
his office. Brown, referring to 
judges, said: 
“ For those enjoying such a 
privileged status to now oppose 


Binding arbitration bill moves 
to Senate for police, firemen 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill authorizing binding arbitra­ 
tion of labor disputes involving 
police and firemen has ad­ 
vanced to the Senate floor. 


The measure (SB1294) by 
Sen RalphC. Dills, D-Gardena, 
was approved Tuesday by the 
Senate Governmental Commit­ 
tee on a 7-3 vote. 


It would establish a three- 
member arbitration panel in 
the event city and county public 
safety personnel cannot reach 
agreement 
with 
their 
employer. 
The bill also would permit the 
immediate firing of the em­ 
ployes if they go on strike or 
make them liable for fines of 
$500 per day for each day they 
are on strike. Firefighters are 
already prohibited from strik­ 
ing under California law. 
Dills said the bill offers a 


“ reliable method of preventing 
strikes by police and fire per­ 
sonnel" and it “ complies with 
what I think is the public outcry 
for no strikes." 
The legislation, sponsored by 
the California Organization of 
Police and Sheriffs, was op­ 
posed by the League of Califor­ 
nia Cities and the cities of 
Oakland and San Francisco, 
which was hit by a police strike 
last summer. 
Mike Arnold, representing 
the league, warned the measure 
“ will exasperate our troubles. 
The costs are substantial and 
we can see nothing else but an 
increase in property taxes." 
A spokesman for San Fran­ 
cisco said the city opposed the 
bill because it separates public 
safety employes from other 
municipal workers and 
removes local government op­ 
tions 


realistic limits that would treat 
them like other state employes 
is unseemly and in the long run 
against the best interests of the 
judiciary." 
Brown said the salaries of 
California judges are “ very 
generous" and “ among the 
highest in the nation," ranging 
from $41,677 to 161,809 a year. 
The Beilenson bill would have 
eliminated the law that grants 
judges an annual raise equal to 
the rise in the consumer price 
index, which last year jumped 
almost 13 per cent. 
Instead, it would have pegged 
judges' raises to the average of 
what state civil servants 
receive, which last year was 
about 7.1 per cent. 


Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Joseph A. Wapner led a 
delegation of three judges 
which argued against the bill 
before the committee 


“ Judges are an independent 
branch of government and 
should stay independent. Com­ 
ing up here with hat in hand and 
begging the legislature is dis­ 
tasteful," Wapner said. 


Officials of the Brown ad­ 
ministration later said they 
would proceed with separate 
proposals to eliminate any 
guaranteed cost-of-living in­ 
crease for judges and nearly 
doubling the amount judges 
must contribute to their retire­ 
ment plan.

Draft delayed 


MIAMI (UPI) — The college player draft, viewed by the 
heirarchy of the NFL as the cornerstone of professional foot­ 
ball, will likely be delayed for the first time in history 
because of court action taken Tuesday by the league’s two 
newest owners. 
NFL commissioner Pete Rozelle said Tuesday he would 
delay both the college draft Feb. 3 and the expansion draft 
originally scheduled Jan. 23 to stock the Tampa Bay Bucca­ 
neers and the Seattle Seahawks. 
Rozelle’s action was prompted by a suit filed by Tampa 
Bay owner Hugh Culverhouse and Seattle owner Herman 
Sa rkowsky. 
Culverhouse and Sarkowsky asked a U.S. district judge to 
rule wi the legality of the expansion draft, through which the 
two teams will choose 39 players from the current rosters of 
the 26 NFL teams. 
Until the judge makes his decision — which Culverhouse 
said could take from three to six weeks—Rozelle deemed it 
necessary to postpone the drafting of players. 
“I regret this,” said Culverhouse. “As an attorney I 
always advise my clients against filing suit if they can. 


“But we have a contract with the NFL that allows us the 
contracts of 39 veteran players. We want to make sure that 
contract is valid under the law.” 


Culverhouse said he grew concerned about the legality of 
the expansion draft because of published reports from 
player’s union executive director Eld Garvey that the union 
planned to block the draft if possible. 


He said the uncertainness created by a Minnesota judge’s 
declaration against the “Rozelle rule,” also led to the suit. 


Culverhouse said he had talked to Rozelle before the suit 
was filed in Miami and that Rozelle did not try to talk him 
out of it. 
“All he wanted to know was how long a period would be in­ 
voked and I told him I didn’t think it would be more than six 
weeks.” 


Culverhouse admitted, however, that should the judge rule 
favor of the franchises and should the player’s union appeal, 
it could drag on for much longer than six weeks. 


Expansion hints 


PHOENIX (UPI) — Faced with a suit already filed in 
Seattle and with another suit planned in San Francisco, plus 
congressional pressure for a club in the nation’s capital, 
baseball could take the easy way out today and vote to ex- 
pand. 
There is no genuine sentiment for expansion, but to many 
baseball executives it looks as if the only way out of a 
current mess that has the American League under fire by a 
$32 million suit in Seattle and the National League on the 
verge of another suit in San Francisco. 
On top of that, congressional pressure is mounting for 
baseball to keep its promise and put a club in Washington, 
DC.

. 
“Logically,” said one baseball owner, “expansion looks 
like the way out, but then what sort of expansion should we 
have - one club for each league as the commissioner is say­ 
ing, or two for each league for a balanced schedule?” 
Bowie Kuhn, the commissioner, is pushing hard for expan­ 
sion by one team in each league combined with a modest 
start in inter-league play. The way the commissioner sees it, 
according to sources, the American League would add Seat­ 
tle and the National would add Washington, D.C. with the 
Giants staying in the San Francisco Bay Area along with the 
Oakland A s. The whole thing would be balanced out by inter- 
league play on a modest scale to start with. 
While the American League is enthusiastic about expan­ 
sion and inter-league play, the National League is cool at 
best. However,' no one in the N.L. cares to fight a law suit in 
San Francisco and there is genuine concern about baseball's 
future in general. 


The city of San Francisco obtained a court injunction 
Monday enjoining the Giants or the N.L. from moving the 
team to another city. Last Friday, Giant owner Horace 
Stoneham sold the Giants conditionally to a Toronto group 
for $13.25 million. The N.L. was to vote on the sale today, but 
the injunction prohibits the league from taking any action 
until next Monday at the earliest. 
A group headed by Bob Short, former president of the 
Texas Rangers, and Raymond Rossi of New York, head of a 
national pizza chain, has offered Stoneham $11 million for 
the team with the idea of keeping it in San Francisco.

The 'reform' Congress 


Common Cause organization 
flatly states that the “reform 
Congress” elected in 1974 is 
flunking its task and we agree. 
It is failing miserably in its 
self-appointed task of 
legislating greater accoun­ 
tability in government. 
“The Democratic leadership 
of Congress was emphatic in 
disapproval of the Watergate 
scandals, but when the time 
comes to reform their own 
ways, they fail to act,” states 
Common Cause Chairman 
John Gardner. 
The true feelings of the se­ 
cond session of the 92nd 
Congress concerning the in­ 
dependence of the watchdog 
Federal Election Commission 
will come to light on January 
19 when Congress reconvenes. 
One particular issue is the 
“slush fund.” In recent years 
many members of Congress 
have set up so-called office ac­ 
counts. These accounts are 
fueled by contributions from 
individuals and special in­ 
terests and used for a variety 
of purposes — to pay for 
Christmas cards, newsletters 
to constituents or virtually 
anything else the member sees 
fit. 
The funds offer contributors 
a vehicle for helping office­ 
holders in a way which, until 
enactment of the 1974 cam­ 
paign law, was not governed 
by any limits and was not sub­ 
ject to disclosure. 
In September of last year, 
the Federal Election Commis- 


sion proposed a regulation 
which provided that expen­ 
ditures from such office ac­ 
counts would be presumed to 
be political during the last two 
years of a Senator’s six-year 
term and the last year of a 
Representative’s two-year 
term. These expenditures 
would be charged against the 
limits imposed by the 1974 
campaign law, as would all 
contributions to an office ac­ 
count under the regulation. 
In October, the Senate on a 
48-47 vote passed a resolution 
disapproving the Commis­ 
sion’s proposed regulation on 
office accounts. Senate oppo­ 
nents indicated a willingness 
to go along with the Commis­ 
sion if it applied the expen­ 
diture limits only during their 
term’s final year, as proposed 
for Representatives. 
The Commission issued such 
a proposed regulation in 
December, only to run into 
trouble on the House side. Ef­ 
forts are under way in the 
House to try and block it. They 
argue that the Commission 
has overstepped its bounds in 
promulgating a regulation 
limiting contributions to and 
expenditures from office ac­ 
counts. 
The threat certainly raises 
the basic issue of whether the 
Congress is going to continual­ 
ly try to undermine the in­ 
dependence it so wisely ac­ 
corded the Commission in the 
new law. 
It bears watching.

The unionized service 


We couldn’t believe our eyes, but there 
it was on the front page of the Los 
Angeles Times. The headline read: 
“Labor May Try to Organize Military; 
Three Unions Weigh Plans; Opposition 
Expected.” 
If there is anything to organize, the un­ 
ion leadership will do so. 
But the U.S. Army? 
The Marines? The 
Navy? The Air Force? 
It is hard to believe 
that a soldier would 
ever say he is a 
member of Local 302 
of the first platoon, 
Battery E, 63rd Regi­ 
ment. 
Real puzzling to us, 
however, is who is 
management? Who 
would the union deal 
with? 
What if George Meany decided not to 
fight a war. Would the armed services 
then go on strike? 
Can’t you just see that buck private 
telling the gruff top kick that he’s peeled 
his total number of potatoes under the 
contract and he isn’t going to peel 
anymore? Or he’s hiked his 8.2 miles and 
not a step more? 
What about in combat? God forbid if 
we would ever fight alongside a un­ 
ionized soldier. Sure as the dickens 
something woqld be in his contract that 
would cause us to lose our neck.

WASHINGTON — Not even Richard 
Nixon, perhaps as puritan a President as 
ever occupied the White House, could es­ 
cape the sex watch of the late J. Edgar 
Hoover. 
Buried deep in the FBI directors 
secret blackmail files was a story of an 
illicit love affair between Nixon and a 
Chinese woman. 
During Watergate’s 
darkest days, no one 
accused Nixon of a 
romantic indiscretion. 
His worst enemies 
considered him to be 
untainted by sex scan­ 
dal. 
But an FBI agent in 
Hong Kong dug out a 
report, admittedly un­ 
confirmed, of Nixon’s 
involvement with a 
beautiful Chinese 
woman during a visit to the Far East for 
his law firm in the 1960s. 
The word had seeped through the FBI 
that Hoover wanted to know about the 
peccadillos of the powerful. His minions, 
therefore, gathered gossip and passed it 
up to the cantankerous old FBI chief. 
He kept the juiciest tidbits under lock 
and key in his personal custody. Since 
these files contained slanderous reports 
having nothing to do with law enforce­ 
ment, the only possible purpose for their 
existence was blackmail. 
Even in faraway Hong Kong, an FBI 
agent assigned as a legal attache was on 
the alert for stories to pass on to Hoover. 
We have agreed not to identify the agent, 
because he is now involved in dangerous 
work. Any mention of his name could 
jeopardize his life. 
We can report, however, that the agent 
learned about Nixon’s alleged armouret- 
te and made a veiled reference in a let­ 
ter. He may have been extra cautious 
because at the time he wrote the letter, 
Nixon was already reigning in the White 
House, 
Later, a second letter came from Hong 
Kong laying out the whole story. The let­ 
ter stated that Nixon reportedly had con­ 
sorted with the Chinese beauty, who was 
much younger than himself, during a 
Hong Kong stopover on a business trip. 
The agent made no claim that he had 
any solid evidence to back up the story. 
In fairness, the agent wasn’t merely pan­ 
dering to Hoover’s thirst for scandal. 
The agent was also concerned that Nix­ 
on, as a former Vice President, could be 
compromised in a place like Hong Kong. 
For the city was then a hotbed of spying 
and intrigue. 
The report on Nixon’s alleged indiscre­ 
tion was accompanied by a newspaper 


photo, showing Nixon with the woman 
and her husband. Long after the incident, 
according to our FBI sources, Nixon 
helped the couple gain admission to the 
United States. There is no evidence, 
however, that he got them any special 
preference. 
We reached the former Hong Kong 
agent who refused to comment on the in­ 
cident. We also tried without success to 
get a comment from Nixon’s office in 
San Clemente. But friends say it is 
“ unthinkable” that he would ever have 
been unfaithful to his wife, Pat. 
The important issue, however, was 
Hoover’s use of the FBI to blackmail the 
nation’s elected leaders. Sources close to 
the old G-man say be would have let Nix­ 
on know he had the Hong Kong story. It 
would have been a friendly, subtle ap­ 
proach, they say, with Hoover claiming 
he wished only to protect Nixon from the 
misuse of the information. 


Hoover used this line, according to our 
sources, to let dozens of key officials 
know that he was aware of their secrets. 
This may help explain his extraordinary 
success in working his way in 
Washington. 
The FBI conducted a field investiga­ 
tion of Nixon in 1937 after he had applied 
to become an FBI agent. Hie file wound 
up in Hoover’s safe after Nixon rose to 
power in Washington. 
The FBI chief held similar files on 
other presidents. In an earlier column, 
we reported some of the details that 
Hoover had collected about the sex life of 
the late John F. Kennedy. 
Our sources saw nothing derogatory in 
the file on Lyndon Johnson. But they un­ 
derstood that tapes and memos once ex­ 
isted concerning John’s back-door ac­ 
tivities. There were also reports of his 
alleged flirtations with younger women 
on Capitol Hill. 


Some of this embarrassing material, 
as we reported in an earlier column, was 
removed from the files and sent to him 
at the White House. Again, this was done 
as a friendly gesture, but it was a 
sophisticated form of blackmail. 
HEADLINES AND FOOTNOTES: The 
lower courts have ruled that Richard 
Nixon's controversial presidential 
papers belong to the people and that he 
should not have the right to decide what 
should be withheld from publication... 
The General Services Administration 
forecasts that it will take 100 workers 
about three years and six months to 
“make the Nixon tapes and documents 
available for public access.” This will 
cost roughly $7 million... At San 
Clemente, Nixon is going ahead with his 
memoirs. Hie first volume, which will 
give an overview of his presidency with 
emphasis on foreign affairs, won’t be 
ready until 1977.

Russia contra naturam 


MOSCOW - In three years, the people 
of Moscow are better dressed, slightly 
better housed, slightly less harassed, it 
would appear. There isn’t any reason for 
this that issues out of any recent access 
of Soviet efficiency or benevolence. The 
top rulers of the Soviet Union aren’t 
sadists, like their predecessors. But 
cruelty does not par­ 
ticularly disturb them, 
if they can think up 
uses for it, and there 
are plenty. It is useful 
for staying in power,

any 
organized effort to 
provide the Russian 
people with an alter­ 
native life. What 
progress the Russian 
people have made in recent years can be 
said to have leaked through. If 95 per 
cent of the bureaucracy retired 
tomorrow, along with their rules and 
regulations, the Russian people would 
prosper as never before. 
One hears, in the west, about the few 
conspicuous Soviet dissenters. Most 
notably, now that Solzhenitsyn has gone, 
Sakharov; echoes, every now and then, 
from Amalrik, who gave one interview 
too many to a CBS correspondent,

producing that distribution of justice to 
which we have become accustomed: The 
CBS man was booted out of the country, 
sentenced to life outside the Soviet 
Union. Amalrik is sent to a labor camp, 
with special treatm ents at a 
neighborhood psychiatric asylum that 
specializes in blowing the minds of dis­ 
senters. 
But it has been four years now since an 
American correspondent was tossed out 
of the country. And although their move­ 
ments are monitored as keenly as ever, 
they do not, any longer, disguise their 
movements as diligently as they used to 
do. They reason as follows, that if the 
Kremlin is going to permit traffic with 
the dissidents, as journalists they must 
go ahead and pursue those contacts. If 
the dissidents, knowing they will be 
observed, want to take the risk, why, 
there isn’t very much foreign correspon­ 
dents can do about it. It is an extirely un­ 
predictable matter when, on what 
pretext, or in what numbers, the dissi­ 
dents will be rounded up and sent off to 
torture. 
Those who collect the benefits of 
detente like to think that official Russo- 
American amity serves as something of 
a life insurance policy for the dissenters. 
This needs to be said slowly, carefully. 
Because no one believes that the Soviet 
mind has been lobotomized, and is in­ 
capable now of doing spasmodically 
what yesterday it did routinely. But 
some American observers continue to 
believe that the uneasy toleration of dis­ 
sent is traceable to a new self- 
consciousness about Soviet barbarism, 
induced by detente. 
____ 
For instance — one foreign correspon­ 
dent pointed out — there was the scene a 
year ago that shook the artistic world: 
the bulldozer that ran through an outdoor 
exhibit of unlicensed Soviet artists. The 
repercussions in the art world were 
damaging to Soviet authorities, who 
noiselessly permitted a subsequent ex­ 
hibit, on a smaller scale to proceed 
without interference; and indeed it is 
reported that one or two of the offending 
artists have been invited into the Artists 
Union. This is revolutionary indeed, or 
more properly, counter-revolutionary, it 
never having been previously supposed 
that the day would come when any Rus­ 
sian artist would be permitted into the 
Artists Union. 
For the rest, detente has meant little 
to Soviet citizens. The rise in the stan­ 
dard of dress and consumption is a 
tribute not to the relaxation of tensions, 
but to the sophistication of the so-called 
“counter-economy.” Although the stan­ 
dard of living in Russia is very low — 
less than one half our own — there is a 
good deal of cash income around, for the 
very good reason that for years there has 
been nothing to buy with it. 
American tourists shopping in Russia 
can patronize shops out of bounds to 
native Muscovites. Having come to these 
oases, you can buy a) caviar and vodka, 
b) a fur cap, or c) an enameled box. The 
techniques of the “counter-economy" 
are devised to find something to buy with 


the money you save. A license to buy a 
car. Blue jeans. A silk scarf. A short 
wave radio. A record by the Rolling 
Stones. The right to live in Moscow 
(price: marry somebody who already 
lives there, divorce him/her, pay 
him/her off.) 
The counter-economy is beginning to 
thrive in the Soviet Union. It is nature’s 
defence against totalitarian socialism, 
and the antibodies thrive on corruption, 
bringing a small measure of content­ 
ment to the fortunate few among the 
Soviet people. The Soviet Union would be 
infinitely better off if corruption were 
absolutely universal. It would remain, 
then, only to declare corruption to be 
legal — and you would approach a few 
market system.
